com pany’s share. 
Councilmen believe 
that, under the company’s 
franchise, 
they can be compelled to pay 
for this 
work, and failin g in 
doing 
so, 
the 
town is allowed to remove the track* 
An ordinance

evening’s m eeting provides 
for

licensing of all battlefield guides

Preliminary plans designed to make 
available the resources of the Federal 
reserve system 
in 
the 
annual 
fall 
movement of crops have been worked 
out by the Federal 
Reserve 
Board. 
Nearly all the banks in Adams Coun­ 
ty are members of the system. 
The board's action was taken, 
tha 
letter says, to forestall any possibili­ 
ty of congestion of crops this 
fall or 
lack of financial 
accommodation 
to 
move them and to avoid a recurrence 
of the stringency which in 
the 
past 
has marked this movement. 
“In view of the large 
surplus 
re­ 
serves now held by the 
Federal 
re­ 
serve banks, by member 
hanks 
and 
by other banks throughout the coun­ 
try,” says the board’s 
letter, 
“there 
should be no difficulty 
in 
affording 
the producers the 
assistance 
neces­ 
sary to enable them to market 
their 
products in volume corresponding 
to 
fhe power of 
the 
trade 
to 
absorb 
them. In order 
to 
accomplish 
this 
end, it is suggested that the 
Federal 
reserve flanks adopt a definite 
policy 
with reference to 
rediscounting 
pa­ 
per secured by documents in satisfac­ 
tory form evidencing 
the 
ownership 
of stored agricultural products 
"Through such a 
policy, 
together 
with proper methods of warehousing, 
Federal reserve banks can be 
a 
po­ 
tent factor in assisting 
the 
normal 
movement of staple agricultural pro­ 
ducts from the field to the factory or 
to the consumer. 
It is recommended 
that regulations governing the redis­ 
count of notes covering advances 
on 
such products fie issued by Federal re­ 
serve flanks w’hose members are 
ac­ 
tively engaged in financing the move­ 
ment of such crops to the m arkets.”
